Ai everyone knows Americans are con- 
fiuedl}' bending backwards with the most 
ridicttlous attempia to keep out ot thn war. 
Last night three \iniverslty mustcnl otRaniz,»- 
tions co-opcratcd to profonl a hcnrlil prr- 
fovmancr foi thf Fmnisli l\ci.o( Fiiiui. Many 
Students wc knew refused to go althoufih they 
sympathized with Finland. They objected to 
the methods that were employed to sell Uie 
tickets, calling them coercive. By such con- 
futed decisions is the deep desire for peace 
e.vpresfcd. 

Wc are disconcerted lo find that sentiment 
is not in any degree markedly pro-British in 
this town. This is not meant to say that it is 
pro-German. Wc think we have discovered 
the reason for this unfortimate fact. Students 
are taught to opp'^'p iniperialism. The liistory 
of the Bntifh Empire is not presented in the 
glowing and glorious terms by which wc know 
it at home. The sordid and economic pressure 
aspectt of iU growth are emphasized. Then 
they troop into a sociology class and learn 
about insidious propaganda. There is Uic .-rt- 
ting. Deep down they can't really distrust 
and difiike thf English; not only because of 
language snd c-jlture roots but also because 
they all know Canadians. But they know that 
when there is war there is propaganda and 
censorship. The Germiin news is pstfr.ily 
fudged. Common *ensf and llie sincere wish 
to be neutral in action and fan- i=.nd keep out 
of the war combines with these logical reasons 
to make young educated Americans suspicious 
of news from England and the expression of 
English ideals and alms. They are convinced 
thai this 1$ an economic war and that English 
propaganda it disarmingly candid and not a 
true sUtement of the facts. For this negative 
reason the British cause suffers in the Umted 
States.

The other day we were worried about the 
fact that this column never dwells on light 
and airy: so we wandered into Dean Walter's 
office; which was just about the worst possible 
thing to do.

In the ac- 
cep'.ec psychological manner the demented 
culp.'.; i5 permitted lo coo! his hoels for a 
seemingly interminable time before he is ad- 
mitted into the august presence. By this time 
he is so far gone that he is happy to hear the 
worst. As a humanitarian afterthought there 
is provided at. so to speak, the gates of hell a 
"Prayer Book" m which the pityable specimen 
may set down bis quivering thoughts and blur 
them with salty tears.

One melancholy note was brpken off be- 
fore It ended because the student had to leave 
for the inner sanctuary to learn tb« Dean's 
dçcijion- This girl wrote: 

"I guess like every other person I come 
here sadly hoping to leave gaily. It's hardly 
likely however. I'm. ... 

Some are visitors about to be graduated 
and they give their thoughts about University 
lite in general Many are satisfied, others 
write unlovely stories about four years of life 
spent trying to conquer the "largeness and 
coldness of this place." Here's the way one 
co-ed expressed it— in « handwriting that was 
trembling: 

"Tomorrow I get i diplomn To me the 
many friendships with pe&ple fro/r, all parts 
of the world stand out. But the University 
Itself— only coldness. 

Financial difficulties inspired a sorrowful 
goodbye message. "Perhaps I will go back, 1 
sincerely hope so," it ended. 

Some oi the mestagei are sad like this one 
by a forioin woman: 'It looks like the end 
and I worked so hard ihi* semester!" 

Others are bitter. They strike out at the 
university or the faculty. Pictures sketched 
in pencil, verse and little meaningless »crib- 
blingi are also enclosed in the volume.

The oUier day w* passed Pryfessor White 
in the West Engineering Building. Seeing hi* 
distinguished and erect form topped by a 
ruddy full face framed v/ith perfect while 
hair V.C were ic-/nindtd (A the first time we 
met him. li was over g year ago at the 
Thanksgivmg Day dinner thai the University 
annually gives for Its foreign sludenU.

CINEMA m P^Bi^. 
LE ROMAN D'UN TRICHEUR. 

Conceived and exctuled by Sacha Guitry; 
directed by Serge Sandberg. 

"Le Roman d'un Tricheur" is not the or- 
dinary type of film in which an idea is trans- 
lated into terms of moving images on a screen. 
It IS lilt elcry of Ihc life of a clitdl, illuilialeil 
|jy pittiiitt. v.lui.li happen lo he iiiuviiig pic- 
tuitt The central character, Ihc chpol' him- 
self, played by Sacha Guitry, is also the nar- 
rator, whose quiet, faintly ironic voice un- 
folds for us the bizarre Isle of his devehni- 
ment from an innocent child into a tontiiin- 
male rantal and then inio a private delctlive. 

The world of Sacjia GuiUy's imagination 
in "Le Roman d'un Tricheur" bears a resem- 
blance lo the real world, bul it is fantastic, 
ironic, g lilile askew, as Ihougii seen llir«ugli 
a di^iloi iihfe' 11,1111,1. I'lii' iiifi lime being, how- 
evei, it i^ tnliitly tunvinLing. and liiis is in a 
jiroat measure due tn Gmlry's acting. Nulural, 
unaffected, yel coinplelely plautible, lie brings 
llie Cheat and his strange life vividly belnre 
our eycii. "Lc Roman rim, 'l , iii.in i., ,,n 
'idd film, but well wmli, t(.,:nii! il joii aic a 
Gniiiy /;in, or jierliaps if you're jUSt inleresled 
in things thai are "different."

-Iliey .tee no meiiafc in it." '|'iii« 
may Ijn true of Mr. Krelslcr or 
SlokowskI, who are definitely great 
artials. Nor do you find Gene 
Krupa or Duke Ellington cringe in 
fear, that the classlclils will be 
their ruin. They are equally great 
artists in their own spheres of 
muslcsl endeavour. But— to- speak 
on broader terms, your words have 
no solid basis of proof, the raason 
probably bflng, you admlltedly are 
not a musician, for were you of 
this flock, you would hesitate to 
utter such words. If by chance, 
some day you have the unique op. 
portunity of being in New York 
(where you find the brst of music 
and musiclani) do drop In the mUsi. 
cians union on eth Avenue. See for 
yourself as I have, wlial the score 
really is. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Shapiro is not 
up to par in his knowledge of our 
jazz repertoire. He cites one ex- 
ample—a poor one at thai— amongst 
many thousands possible— namely, 
the "DIpsy Doodle," and attempts 
the impossible by comparison of lis 
soothing qualities to those of Bee- 
thoven's Sixth Symphony. Is Mr. 
Shapiro unaware of the fact that 
Larry Clinton never Intended that 
this song of his soothe anyone? 
Is he further unaware that one sel- 
dom looks for placid rhythmic 
melody in swing styles? Can he 
be in the dark abput the real mean- 
ing of swing? Does he not realize 
that swing is but one specific 
branch of the jazz flçld. at »ym- 
phony is of the cImiIci? 

Obviously, it is necessary to in- 
dicate to him that— swing is jazz— 
BUT— jazz is not swing! There arc 
numerous styles of rhythmic miisic 
classcJ under the generalized title 
of jazz. "Sweet" Jazz, swing, blues, 
and various other definite types of 
performance constitute jazz. "Sweet" 
jaz is soothing, but not swinj. 
Hardly could anyone deicribi; 
various works of Wagner, Bruhms, 
Beethoven — or even of the Ro- 
manticists— as soothing. Very feeble, 
Mr. Shapiro, very sad! 

Ah, he concedes that jazz should 
exist. He is not a hopeless case 
after all. "Jazz has a subordinate 
status in the field of music." quotes 
our classical friend. Someone should 
define the word "subordinate" to 
him. If the vast majorities through- 
out the world did not demonstrate 
by word and dead their preference 
for jazz— good jazz— it would in- 
deed be relegated to a lower shelf. 
You lose out on ihii, Mr. Shapiro 
Classical music will never die, 
neither will jazz. Change? Un- 
doubtedly and always. (Does Strav- 
insky resemble Bach?) Jazz wa^ 
introduced later in history, and 
"die-hards" are wont to discredit it 
in every possible way, at are all 
new and graat mventions xt first 
abused. Bul jazz rolls on like "Or 
Man River"— and even more signi' 
ficant— it spreads unabatacj by any 
boundaries. Music is the one inlar- 
nalionsl language, and all uudei- 
kUnd It to greater or lesser degree. 
1 have s(«n «triaU jazz bands in 
towns of Europe as well as in Am- 
erica, bul could not find the cla&sic 
orchetlraf. At for patronage and 
support, tik-tsh and tut-lut, com- 
pare the paid salaries in tile luu 
fields. If you were a miisicuii, 
which would you prefer? Please 
do not martyrize youv4eU by lower- 
ing your eyes and whispering, "Ait 
for art's sake." For both are an 
art. Earning your bread (and 
I'luttcri i& an art tiu. ur dues not 
Mr. Sliupu'u realize Uns as yet? 

Our ciràlô'-tupportèri Infer jazz- 
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m»n are inferior musiciani. At 
Charlie Chan, may I say— "So lorry, 
contradiotion please." Comparative- 
ly few symphonic men have Ihe 
ahillly or courage to improvise or 
ad lib impromptu ^olo in Ihe man- 
ner and with the r;i^e of our finer 
exponents of .«.'.'ins. v/here every 
member of the band or orchestra 
has the unique chance lo "star" and 
prove his individual abilities, .Sym- 
phonic music denies this to the 
ordinary mii'irian -'iirTr. no' 
a cog in H huge rii." i;ine. and the 
conductor Ihr only stellar role.

minor group, but who themselves 
cannot, and never will perform 
witiv the ease and smoothness of a 
true repretentatlve of jazz. 

Unfortunately, time, and I be- 
lieve, space do not allow me to 
expound detailed explanations of 
many important and interesling 
points. Necessity enforces curtail- 
ment. Before concluding, may I 
offer you. Mr. Shapiro, and others 
whose trend of thought lie along 
your lines, a benevolent suggestion. 
Do not have fear of llstçn,.iï to 
good jaz,;. I say ' jood." for r,<i'.ur- 
ally there are strong and 'weak or- 
chestras in jazz, as there are In 
classical fields. Give It a chance, 
at I have done. There was a time 
when I too did npt understand or 
appreciate it. But now I cherish 
both equally To appreciate any 
kind of music, you must hear 
It often, bul not overdo it. What 
is perhaps almost as imperative— 
see it in the process of production 
—view in in the making. Do not 
cheat yourself by being prejudiced. 
If after long, careful, and attentive 
study, your senses are si. 11 unabie 
to acquire a taste (or ]jzz. i.-.ote 
I say jazz, not only awingi— then 
only should you be confirmed. 
Listen to the. finest producers of 
jazz in America, there are many 
top-notchers. Do not allow yourself 
to be intimidated by your ow.". per- 
son, nor by any prejudiced ^roup 
of friends; fear not if you co.tî- 
mcnce an understanding or ap- 
preciation of jazz. Be broad-minded 
— and, I repeat— see and hear it 
played — give it a:;d yojricif à tj.r 
chance, and your scope of .maj.cal 
knowledge will not be one-aided or 
as limited as it so obviously is now.

A graduate is given the thankless task of welding a Senior team 
together. His financial support is feeble. He has a full time job elsewhere. 
It is all he can do to find time to handle the Seniors, let alone watch a 
pack o! ci-ummy hopefuls.

who have tried to introduce scien- 
tific results into ethics. A science 
of ethics they say may be establish- 
ed, just as we have cstibllshcd the 
natural sciences.
